Claims 7 and 22 were previously withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to 
a species non-elected with traverse. 

Claims 7 and 22 are canceled. Allowed Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 8-18, 20, 21 , 23-33, and 
35-42 remain. 

For these reasons, it is believed that none of the prior art teaches the claimed 
invention. Furthermore, it is believed that the foregoing amendment has adequate 
support in the specification, and accordingly there should be no new mutter.
